To J AMES, I blaz'd the fins of wanton Peace, 
For thoſe rewards which 7-«th will ever gaine, 
Where Nob/es riſe by Pieries decreaſe. (ing neare, 
To CHAR LESI ſhew'd what Plagues were draw + 
And, ſaw them come, &'re I belief could gaine. 
And, when they came, I faw the chiefeſt care 
Was, how each Foole his Bable might obtaine. 
For, warnjngs areon wilfull fingers Joſt, 
Till honour, pleaſure, life and ſoul it coft. 
SIN not repented, (but augmented rather )' 
The violl, poured forth, began to fpread ; 
The ſpreading miſchicf ſtill more ſtrength did gather, 
And, everie day new Plagues the poiſon bred. 
Diviſions then aroſe, which did increaſe, 
And, into Sb -divifiogs branch about, 
Which overthrew the Pillars of our Peace, 
And, drove good Order, Law, and 1«ftice out. 
Thele Evils, with my Pen, T long withſtood, 
And, bold reproofes a T yrants faces threw 
But, when I ſaw my Pex could do no good, 
With other Patriots my Sword 1 drew : 
For, who that weares a Sword needs feare to draw, 
To fave the Kizg, the People, and the Law ? 
T drew it not in rage, or private hate, 
Or to incroach on Prince or Peoples-right, 
Or to recrutea ruined eſtate ; 
But, that both Princeand People guard it might: 
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I was not arm'd to vichte the Crowne, 
Or pleaſe the fancies of a fickle braine, 
To ſet one up, and pull another downe, 
Or Schiſme, or Superſtition to maintaine : ' 
But, fought our Fathers honour to defend ; 
Our Mother, from his jealous rage to fave ; 
To bring their baſe abuſers to that end, 
Which Traiterow-flatterers deſerve to have : 
And he that armes himſelf to this intent, 
Shall ne're be Bamed, though he may be gent . 
T therefore boldly marched to the Fie/4, 
Not unreſolv'd, or ſtagg'ring in the Cauſe. 
I made my Pray'rs my ſhot, Firm- faith my ſhield ; 
My Breaſt-works are Good-Conſciente, and the Lawes, 
I ſtood not off, when I was called on 
To mark what Peers or: Commons led the way ; 
To think I might be made, or quite wndove, 
Or whether fide a to get the day, 
But of the PublikeRuine was my feare, 
Or, of thuſe Plagyes for which the Sword makes roome : 
And, of the barbaWunſneſle which every where 
Is like to follow, where his followers come, 
And could have wifh'd it had as eafte bin 
To drive out miſchiifes, as to fetch them in. 
The cure propos'd, though very ſharpe it be, 
And threatens loſte of men'bers, and of blood ; 
Before it was adventur'd on by me, 
Appeared needfull for the Common- good, 
According to my Fortune and my place 
T therefore further'd it, not dilcontent, 
Though others had the publike thank and grace 
For that, which I in private did invent. 
Where I then liv'd, I was the firſt of thoſe 
Who did contribute tomy Comnrriesaid ; 
And (though it may be cenſur*d by her Foes 
An evill ſfigne) I joy to hearc it ſaid, 
1 That 
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That in thoſe parts I was the firſt of all 
To whom a totall Plunder did befall. 
And ſureit was for good it ſo befell : 
For, he that is inrowled for the #/ars 
Shall never proſecute that Calling well 
Tf he intangled be with other Cares. 
Afﬀaires of Peace effeminate the Minde ; 
A Barne well filled, and a houſe well fraught, 
Are not with eaſe, for poverty reſign'd, | 
Till they from us,or we from them are caught . 
For, who thoſe things can willingly forſake, 
Of which, he fedes he may have daily need? 
Who can to wants and wounds himſclfe betake, 
That may at home, with caſe, on Plenties feed ? 
Or who can fight that'sclog'd with Carts & P/oughs, 
Books, Houſhold ſtuffe, Teems, Oxen, Sheep & Cows? 
Su-h things as theſe did ne*re affet me much, 
But for their ſakes, of whom I muſt have care ; 
Nor did their lofſe my heart ſo nearly touch 
As their negle&s, who thereof Cauſers were ; 
For, ik my Councells have been duly heeded, 
And my Preſages timely beene beleev'd, 
The rageof War had not ſo far proceeded, 
As me to Rob,and others to have griev'd : 
Yea,had the Caſtle (tomy care committed 
Without ſupply of mony, meat,or Men, 
Save my halfe Troope )been well and timely fitted 
With what was needfull,and long fought, e're then, 
T ſhould not ſure, from thence have called bin, 
To let the KingJomes foes come fafely in. 
Nor to their dammage,or their detriment, 
Who me to that command had freely choſe, 
Had T unto another place been ſent, 
Expoſing them, unarmed,to their foes : 
Nor (when a Ground work I had alſo laid, 
Which had, not oncly piobably {ccur'd 
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Thoſe parts, from that whereof they were afraid, 

But, alſo, to the Bordering Shiresafluc'd 

Good likelihoods of ſafety) ſhguld my Care 

And Propoſitions, have been quite negleRed, 

By thoſe, to whom they firft prgpoſed were ; 

If they, the Cas/e, or Me, had well affeRed : 
Nor had ſo ill {thereby ) our Parrie ſped ; 
Nor had, our Foes, by that meanes,gather'd head, 

Nay, if an Envie of theplace I had, 

Or ſome deſigne of theirs who brake their Trult, 

Had not the way for my removall made 

Tolet in miſchiefe at a nick, ſo juſt, 

So many had not muſtred been, ſo ſoon 

(Of my Malignant Neighbours in that Shire) 

To force my Houſe; my Goods to ſeize upon, 

And, ſhew ſuch malice, and ſuch fury they. 

Nor had I met affronts in other kindes 

As I have done ; But that among us, be 

Some, that doe walk our waies, with other minds, 

With other hopes, and purpoſes, then we : SPE 
But, let them take their courſe, my courſe is weigh'd 
And, Words nor Deeds, ſhall make my heart afraid- 

What I re(olv'd on, hath had firme foundations, 

Not laid in ſands, or built upon with ſticks, 

Nor garniſhed with vaine Imaginations. 

Or kept repair'd with fallacies and tricks. 

1 was not frighted by the Proclamations 

Penn*d by abuſers of the Royali- Name : 

Nor ſtartled by thoſe tedious Declarations, 

Which with more it then T7uth,full fraughted came. 

I knew how LaWyers and Divines had cheated 

The World ere then ; and when the boly-Text, 

Or Lawes, were miſapply'd or miſrepeated,

For, they that have miſtaken Trath-divine, 

And wreſt Gods Word, may ſoon miſconſtrue mine. 

To ſay in word;, that fo, or fo, I meant, 
I thought not halfe ſo pow'rtull,as to ſhow 
By ative proofs, the truth of my intent, 
And teach by Deeds, which way men ought to go. 
When therefore that great Coun s 2 1 call'd for aid, 
(With whom the X»g-/sip alwaies doth refide, 
In whoſe Commands, the Kings are beſt obey'd, 
From whom, the King cannot himſelf divide) 
To ſerve the King and Parliament, I came 
So loyally, that, if it Treaſon be, 
I will not ask a pardon for the ſame ; 
Nor thank him for it, who ſhall give it me : 

But liugh at him; who ſhould that Trifle bring, 

Di{daine to live ; and die, and bea Xng. 
For, no man honours, no man loveth more 
The Soveraigne-Perſon, then I did; and do : 
For him; I therefore feared long before, 
What /{/-adviſers now have brought him to. 
I told Him, when He was but newly crown'd, 
(As plainly as my Warrant gave me leave) 
Thole things which He and ye too true have found, 
Yet ſt: ll mit-mformations him decetve.

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Yea, though the file of Rebel now I beare,

And all his Caprains, Arms,and Armies too memb.

That which I prayd for then, and pray for yet, 

I fight for now-: Becauſe, I held this, ever, 

That, whatſoe*re to pray for ſhould be fit, 

For that we are obliged to endeavour, 

I know that by eAllegiance I am bound 

To what cſſentially mc pertaines z 

Not to bare complements, or to the ſound 

Which of that D aey, lying flattry:faignes, 

Much lefle to that which totally Ieſtroies 

This YVirtzes eſſence ; and whereby the King 

Our loyaltie againſt himſclf employes, 

And to deſtru&ion, his owne Houſe may brinf, 
Such miſcheeves, therefore, that I might prevent, 
I fided for Him, with his Parliament. 

Thereby to ſerve two Maſters I aſſaid, 

Till I by their D5wvifons was undone : 

And ſaw three Kngdomes by ſome Ads illphid,

As elſe where I have writ, ſo write I hete, 
No hand againſt the Ki»g, that is, no hand 
We ſhould againſt his Royal- Perſon reare 
Though he injoyn'd a tyrannous command, 
Nor ſhould a private-mar, or private-pow'r 
Take armes againſt him, thongh he ſhould intend 
Them, in their innocencie to devoure, 
Save meerly their own perſons to defend. 
For ſhould each petty member of a State 
Be armed at his pleaſure, for Offence, 
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Their breaches of the peace would ruinate 


Themſelves, the whole Repablicke, and the Prince, 


And, ſhould a Xsg from violence,not befree, 
Till God ſhall ſtrike; none ſo unſafe as he. 
Yet, when by wicked Counſdllers miſled, 
A King,ſhall his whole Kingdome fo i + 
That, he, therewith appears indangered : 
Me thinks, it were a Tenent reaſonleſſe 
To ſay,there werenotin a Parliament 
Such, as is our (or if no ſuch we had) 
No power in his Liege-people to prevent 
The bazard of a conlequence, ſo bad : 
Oc,that they might not lay upon their King 
A charitable, ml reſtraining-hand, 
To ſtop him from purſuing that raſh thing, 
Which might undoe himſelf, and all the Land : 
Or, that there werenot nat*rally a right 
In Them,againſt his will, for H:mv, to fight. 
When by the fa wings of ſome cunning-whore, 
A nat'rall-F ather (hall be ſo miſled, 
As that he beats his children out of doore, - 
And, cauſcleſſe drives their mother from his bed, 
Beleeving they are baſtards, ſhe unchaſte ; 
And, fir'd with jcalouſies, attempteth further, 
To burne his houſe, to lay his dwelling waſte, 
And with his family, himſelfe to murther 
As, then,that Family, with an intent 
Him, from his ill-ad viſers, to withdraw, 
(And his, and their deſtruction, to prevent ) 
May hy reſtraining hands, by Natures law, 
On ſuch a father, and yet therein be 
Preſerv'd from breach of houſhold-daties, free!

For nothing elſe, but to be flaves to them. 
Yet, here nuſtake me not : we arenot (tho 
They tyrannize) from all Allegiancefree : 
But, onely, from an Obligation to 
Obedience, in thoſe things that lawleſle be, 
We, to their lega/l wills aud pleaſures, ever, 
Muſt yeeld ſubmiſfion ; and, with due reſpects, 
In ev'rie a& of Loyaltie perſever :

What can a Kiog, to harm the publike,doe 
In his owa perſon ? If by Law we may 
Lay hold on thoſe, that counſell him unto 
A wrong ?- and thoſe whom he ſhall miſ-employ ? 
If in the /awfiull-powre,a R1GHT therebe ; 
And,therewith, ST& ® x G T x enough to ſeize on Them: 
He hurts us not. And, it too weak are we, 
What get we, though the Law might punith Him ? 
Then,as his Perſon by our Law is freed 
From ev'rie violence (except from that 
Which may reſtraine his Peron from a deed 
DeſtruRive to his Perſon, or the State) 
So be it ever free. And, bleſt be thoſe, 
That ſerve him, with true ſervice, where he goes, 
We, no man charge with treaſons, none we blame, 
That guiltlefle is of his imputectrime, 
And free from juſt ſu(pitions of the ſame; 
As will be rendred manifeft, in time. 
The King from all aſperfions cleare would we,

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Though, to himſelf thoſe things aſſum'd hath. he, 
Which (as a King) we know, he vever did, 
What carthly witdome cana means deviſe 
His honour to preſerve, againſt his will? 
Or, do him right, that hearkens unto lies? _ 
Yet, this, we, to. our pow'er, endeavour {till. 
And free weare; from being juſtly blam'd;

We none ſeduce, but, labour, how wemay : 
Prevent ſeducements; by right informations z; | 
And, thoſe effes, to change, or take away, 
Which may ariſe from lying Declarations. 

By us, no Member of the P arliamont 

Was driven 'thence : Bat, for their private ends, 
Vnworthily, ſome from that ſervice went, 
Which eviry worthy Member ſtillattends. 
Some, to the King repair'd, in ,to get 

A Title : Some, irs they rye : 
Some wanted honeſty, ſome wanted wit ; 
Some went, becauſe theit Miſtreſſes were gone. 

Some fled for companie; and forme did fly, 

(If I am not deceiv'd) they knew not why. 
Thus much I know; that He,who led them forth, 
And They, who folow'd Him, in hope to finde 
A. Clowd, to hide their ProjeR,im the North; 

Did leave us, nor ſo ſottiſh,nor ſo blind, 
But that we found their aimes; and ſoon perceiv'd, 
What tales, they meant, the people ſhould believe ;

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That, we are bound to ſeek, and onght to have ; 
And what that is, hereafter you ſhall know. 
Our Churchwens kunour we envied not ; 
But, could, what they enioyed, haveallow'd, 
Had it been rightly us'd,and fairdy got. 
But, they have long been lazie, falſe,and prond. 
And I fore-told them many yeeres agoe, 
The courſe they took,in hope thereby to ſtand, 
Shoud cauſe their fall. And,if it now be ſo; 
It is the work of God Almighties hand : 
And, ſince it proves, their honour did them hurt, : 
I am content, to ſee it, in the durt.
